This action was brought by Sanders to re- 
cover the value of his interest in a slave which 
he alleges had lieen purchased in South Caro- 
lina by himself and A. II. Sanders, as partners, 
in 1855, and which they had sent to Ken- 
tucky by W. C. Sadler, lie charges that \\ . 
('. Sadler had afterward combined with one 
Moyers for the purpose of cheating the plaintiff, 
and that they had sold the slave for the price 
of $1,0CJ, and had converted the proceeds to 
their own use. 

The defendants answered, denying the ma- 
terial allegations of the petition, and set up 
the additional defense that the plaintiff is a 
fiee man of color of full negro blood, and that 
the slave sued lor is of no kin whatever to the 
plaintiff'. 

The court below dismissed the petition, and 
the plaintiff appealed. 

Judge Duvall delivered the opinion of the 
Court : 

The 0th section of the chapter on slaves, 
free aeg.oes, Ac., Revised Statutes, (page 628,) 
is as follows : “No free negro shall be capable 
of acquiring in fee, or holding or owning lor 
any length of time, as heir or otherwise, any 
slave other than the husband, wile, parent, or 
descendant of such free negro.” 

The effect of this comprehensive statute is 
to deny to the class of persons to which the 
appellant belongs the right to hold 6r own 
any conceivable interest in a slave, not em- 
braced by the exceptions mentioned. 

It is true, as suggested in argument, that 
tlio slave is alleged to have been bought in 
South Carolina, and that if is not alleged or 
shown that the plaintiff could not legally ac- 
quire there a title to the slave by purchase. 

Rut this is wholly immaterial. The plain- 
tiff here is seeking to enforce a right, or to re- 
cover for the violation of a right, which is ex- 
pressly withheld from him by law. And 
whatever may have been his legal capacity to 
acquire in South Carolina his alleged interest 
in the slave, it is quite certain that he is inca- 



to recover for the alleged conversion. 
The judgment is affirmed.

Seed Corn. 

Eds. Prairie Farm hr: I solicit a little i 
space in your columns, to address those farmers 
ainonjr your readers who have not already 
secured a supply of seed corn for tire ensuing 
year. 

On my way to this city, on Nlonday last, I 
observed, in certain places, between llclvidere 
and Elgin, for many consecutive miles, that, to 
all appearance, the severe frost of the lid in- 
stant had so injured the holds of corn, as to 
render it unsafe to rely upon any part of the 
corn, then and there stand mg, lbr seed, for a 
future crop. Put, in other places between the 
same points, I noticed that the corn on the 
more elevated ridges, was so little injured by 
the frosts, that, if it is rightly attended to, ! 
before a killing frost reaches it, good seed corn 
may be secured therefrom, in any desirable i 
quantity. 

After twenty-five years’ experience and ob- 
servation in this State, 1 can assure those 
without a peradventure, who will scrupulous- 
ly abide the following directions, that they 
may have the whole of their seed corn grow, if 
put into the the ground in the proper time and 
the proper manner. 

For the purpose of dispatch before another 
frost overtakes the corn, put that which has 
b)th the car and the stalk yet green (although 
a portion of the leaf may have become dry 
from frost) into small stooks, say twenty-five 
or thirty-six hills in ast >ok, and then cull 
from said stooks the best of the ears, leaving 
husks enough attached thereto to tie them up 
with. Then tie two or four cars in a hunch i 
and hang them on a pole, in a dry airy place. 
Be very sure that you get them fully dry — cob 
and all, before it can be frozen, even if you 
employ artificial heat. You need have no 
fears to select an ear because there is yet milk 
in it; for, had you plucked the same weeks 
since, while it was yet hut a good roasting 
ear, it would have been better still. It would j 
then have been perfectly sure as seed corn.

Attack off tin* floors on the Span- 
iard! ;*i Ceulaa-Tbe Spaniards fi'irel 
on ISrilisli Vessels* 

The Madrid Journals of the 29th ult. say that 1 
General Prim, and not General Echngue, is likely 1 
to be appointed to the command of the expedi- j 
tion about to be sent against the Moors. Sever- i 
al of the journals strongly recommend the gov- j 
eminent to take advantage of the present occa- [ 
sion, not only to give a severe le.^on to the 
troublesome Moors of the coast, but to possess 
itself of a tract of Moorish territory in the 
vicinity of its fortresses; one of them even coun- j 
sels tiie capture of the whole of Morocco, ‘‘the 
possession of which,” it says, "would assure Spain ; 
a long future of glory and prosperity.” 

The latest advices from Gibraltar speak of an ; 
outbreak between the Moors and the Spanish j 
garrison of Ceuta, on the African shore. Ceuta j 
is some seventeen miles from Gibraltar, on the | 
other side of the Strait, and has belonged to ; 
Spain for more than 200 years. The origin of 
the collision in question is said to be some dis- 
pute respecting a boundary, in which it would 
seem the Spaniards, by erecting breastworks out- , 
side the works of Ceuta, had trespassed upon the I 
sacred soil of Morocco. However this may be, I 
the Moors assailed the fortress on the 24th, and I 
being subsequently reinforced, fought for several ; 
hours with the garrison that had turned out to 
meet them, and at the date of the advices refer- ; 
red to 10,000 Spanish troops were under orders j 
for Ceuta, charged with the duty of inflicting 
exemplary punishment upon the offenders. Wej 
are not concerned with the details of this affray I 
or its results, but we find that the Span iards at 
the fort of Tarifa, close by Gibraltar, have . 
thought proper, without warning or explanation j 
of any sort , to fire into British vessels passing j 
the place. Our readers have seen that the Pen- ! 
insular and Oriental Company’s ship Indus was 
treated in this manner on her way round from j 
Gibraltar; and we have before us a coinmunica- ! 
tion from Mr. Mills, master of the Waterspiite, 
now at Dartmouth, detailing a similar outrage ! 
committed upon his vessel. The Watersprite 
was, it appears, passing Tarifa at 10 P. M.,on 
the 16th of August, when a shot from the fort 
passed through the alter leech of the foresail. J 
and within three feet of t lie mainmast. No mis- j 
chief otherwise was done, but Captain Mills very j 
properly desires that publicity should be given to I 
the fact. We are at a loss to understand the I 
stupidity or presumption of the commandant at 
Tarifa. If his instructions are to keep vessels at , 
a distance from the fort during the pending dis- I 
turbanccs, he is bound to publish them, in order j 
that there may He no mistake. The Indus was \ 
fired upon at nine o’clock in the morning, the 
Watersprite after dark. In the latter case there 
was no opportunity for showing colors, and the 
vessel was completely at the mercy of the fort. 
These arc cases for the prompt action of the 
Foreign office, and an immediate representation 
to the Spanish government, it will never do to. ; 
permit a foreign State, because it happens to 
have a difference with a neighboring country, to ; 
molest non-combatants, and to harass the traffic 
in the fair way of such a channel as the Straits of [

Arrival off tlic Arabia. 

Boston, Sept. 22. — The Arabia has arrived 
here. The following additional news is furnish- 
ed. 

France — The Moniteur of the 9th publishes 
n long article explaining the reasons which caus- 
ed the Emperor to conclude the peace. The fol- 
lowing is a summary. The Emperor of Austria 
had promised to grant concessions on a large 
scale to Venetia, but requiring as a condition, 
sine qua non, the return ot the Archdukes. The 
Emperor Napoleon accepted these conditions. 
It is easy to conceive that if after the conclusion 
of peace the destinies of Italy had been entrust- 
ed to men who had more at heart the future of 
their common fatherland than little partial suc- 
cesses, the aim of their endeavors would have 
been to develop and uor obstruct the consequences 
of the treaty of Villa Franca, and Venetia would 
have been placed in the same position as Luxem- 
burg h with Holland. 

The Archdukes will not be established by 
foreign forces, but that portion of the treaty at 
Villa Franca not having been carried out by Aus- 
tria, she will find herself freed from all engage- 
ments taken in favor of Venetia. Instead of a 
policy of reconciliation and peace, defiance and 
hatred will be seen to reappear, which will entail 
fresh misfortunes. 

Much, it would appear, is expected from the 
Congress, which we hail with all our best wishes; 
but we strongly doubt that the Congress will ob- 
tain better conditions for Italy. 

It would not be right to a k from the Great 
Powers important concessions, without the of- 
fering equitable compensations. War would be 
the only way to resolve the difficulty, but Italy 
must be aware that one power alone makes war 
for an idea, and that is force, and France has 
accomplished her mission. 

The Independence asserts that France is mak- 
ing vigorous naval preparations for the coast de- 
fence. 

Two additional prominent French exiles pub- 
lish in. the London Times their views of the late 
amnesty. Mr. E. Guinet declines to accept it; 
denying the right of the Emj eror, either to pro- 
scribe or pardon him. Felix Hyatte determines, 
as a matter of policy, to accept the amnesty and 
return to France, where, he thinks, patriots may 
do more good than by remaining aloof. 

It was reported in Paris that France had noti- 
fied the Porte that she docs not intend to treat 
the Suez canal affair as a political question. 

A letter from Paris, published in the Indepen- 
dence Beige, says that the Emperor of France 
made peace merely for the purpose of putting 
down die naval supremacy of England, and unless 
she submits quietly there must be war. 

King V'ictor Emmanuel received the Tuscan 
delegation on the third inst. In reply to their 
address he thanked them for their expressed wish 
for annexation, but said its accomplishment c a 
only take place by the negotiations which nr 
about to begin, on ihe affairs of Italy. He would 
support the cause of Tuscany before the Powers, 
and hoped that Europe would not reluse to prac- 
tice towards Tuscany, that much of redressing 
griev;inces which it, under less favorable circum- 
stances, practiced towards Greece, Belgium, mid 
the Dauubiaii principalities. 

'Flic vote in Parma on the annexation to Pied- 
mont, resulted in its favor by 63.000 to 500 votes. 

The Paris journals praise Victor Emmanuel’s 
speech to the Tuscan delegation They conclude 
that it is almost certain tuat a Congress will as- 
semble. 

The French Ambassador at Florence has been 

recalled. 

A new Sardinian loan of $5,000,000 was ex- 
pected to be soon announced. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says 
that much importance is attached to Mctternich’s 
mission to St. Saurerer. One of its ol jects is 
said to he the formation of an alliance between 
France and Austria, the success of which is cal- 
culated to endanger Italian liberty and menace 
Europe. 

It is asserted that the Papal troops continue to 
threaten the legal ions. From 8,000 to 9,000 
troops, with 12 pieces of cannon, were assembled 
at Pe>?aro. 

The Belgian Senate had adopted the first ar- 
ticle in the bill providing for tiie Antwerp forti- 
fications, by a vote of 31 against 15.

A Massachusetts Stockholder Stabs His 
Agent. 

About 12 o’clock to day Dr. J. C. Ayer, (pa- 
tentee of Ayer’s ( ills,) one of the largest stock- 
hold ers in the Middlesex Mills corporation, called 
at the office of the Treasurer of the Company, 
Richard S. fay, jr., No. 13 Pearl street, and re- 
quested to be shown the books of the Corpor; - 
tion. 

Mr. Fay complied with the request, when an 
altercation ensued between Mr. Ayer and Mr. 
Fay, which was succeeded by an assault upon the 
person of the Treasurer by Mr. Ayer, who drew 
a pocket-knife and stabbed Mr. Fay, inflicting a 
wound in the abdomen, just above the groin. 

Capt. Perry, the agent of the Mills at Lowell, 
who chanced to be present, immediately interfer- 
ed and, seizing Dr. Ayer by the throat, drew him 
off. The police were called in, and took Dr. Ayer 
sit once into custody. 

The wounded man was removed to a carriage, 
and was conveyed to his residence, No. 18 Chest- 
nut street, where he was attended by Doctors D. 
Humphreys Storernnd H. J. Bigelow. 

His physicians declined expressing any opinion 
as to the danger of the wound. 

Dr. Ayer was last year a director in the Mid- 
dlesex company. At the last annual meeting of 
the corporation he made a hitter attack upon the 
treasurer, Mr. Fay, and the Board of Directors for 
appointing him to the office. The accusations of 
Dr. A ver failed to cull forth a reply from M. 
Fay, and on the ballot for directors for the cui- 
rent year Dr. Ayer failed of being elected. 

Fince writing the above we learn that Mr 
Fay, wiio has eutcr.ained ill feelings toward Dr. 
Ayer ever since his wilful attack upon him, ac- 
knowledges himself to have been the aggressor 
in tiie occurrence to day. 

Dr. Ayer sat in a high chair at the desk, perus- 
ing the transfer stock book, when Mr. Fay, ac- 
cording to the statements of Dr. Ayer, approached 
and struck the Doctor a severe blow with his fist 
on his forehead. 

Dr. Ayer rose from h'S scat, whereupon Mr. 
Fay seized him by the hair of his head and at- 
tempted to drag him to the floor. Dr. Ayer re- 
sisted, and as lie rose to an erect position, Mr. 
Fav struck him another blow in the face. 

Dr. Ayer had previously taken his penknife 
from his pocket, and before the book was handed 
him, stood cleaning his finger nails. While 
in a stooping position he tried to cut Mr. Fay’s 
hand, but missed his mark. Words of mutual it - 
suit passed between the parties before Mr. Fay 
seized Dr. Ayer. 

The Doctor is retained in custody at the Sec- 
ond Police Station.

New York Itrniso 

New York, Sept. 2*2 — Pi ofessor George Bush, 
formerly of this city, died at Rochester on Mon- 
day, Sept. 16th. at t he nge of 63. 

William J. Lane, the transfer and foreign note 
clerk of the Fulton Bank, was arrested on Tues- 
day on a charge of embezzling sixty thousand 
four hundred and forty-two dollars aud thirteen 
cents of tho funds of the institution. Lane, it is 
said, admits the accusation, and he accompanied 
the police to a house which he had lured in West 
Nineteenth street, wheie between $5,000 and 
$6,000 worth of jewelry that had been purchased 
with the stolen money and bestowed upon a \ oung 
woman with whom he sustained close relations, 
was recovered. 

A private stable of the prisoner in Lexington 
avenue, near Twentieth street, also yielded up 
several thousand dollars’ worth of the abstracted | 
funds in the form ot four valuable horses, a vari- 
ety of stylish carriages and sleighs, and expensive 
harness. With these appliances, Mr. Lane asserts 
that he experiences no difficulty in beguiling his 
leisure or in using the money. He is a married 
man but childless, and lived at his father’s house 
in Fourteenth street. Justice Osborne commit- j 
ted him to the Tombs to await an examination 
on the charge. The fraud has been committed 
in such a manner that the father of the criminal, 
who is the cashier of the bank, will be the great- 
est loser by it. The father is now an old man 70 
years of age, 30 of which have been in connec- 
tion with the bank, of unblemished reputation, 
and remarkable for the vigilant care with which 
lie always guarded the interests of the institution 
with which he was connected.

( OPENING OF THE COURSE.-The regular 
V / course will open on the 18th of October, and ter- 
minate on the last of February. Students are earn- 
estly advised to be early in attendance, especially 
those who expect to be candidates for graduation; as 
credit for a full course cannot be allowed unless the 
pupil matriculates at an early period, and observes 
regular attendance on the lectures. Clinical lectures 
will be delivered at the Commercial Hospital and 
City Dispensary during September and Octooer, pre- 
vious to the commencement of the regular course.

Two advanced students will be elected at the 
close of each session to act as Resident Pupils at the 
Dispensary for one year, who will have rooms sup- 
plied them iu the College building.
